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Here, Mr. Narberthite, What is Your Opinion 
About These Borough Problems? 

Our Local Council Is Facing Questions That Directly Concern 

Every Resident — What Do You Know About the Coming 

Increase in Your Tax Rate and Why Such 

an Increase Is Necessary? 



Every resident of Narberth who can, 
should attend the next meeting of the 
Borough Council, to be held Monday 
evening, January 13, in tho Council 
Room, Elm Hull, because, in the opinion 
of citizens familiar with borough af- 
fairs during recent years, there never 
has been a time when questions of 
greater importance to the Borough and 
its citizens were up before Council for 
discussion and decision. 

The three chief questions that will 
have to be settled by Council are: the 
Borough Tux Bate for 1910, the Bor- 
ough Budget for 1910, and the question 
of tho Borough taking over the Fire 
Company. Each one of these questions 
vitally concerns each resident, particu- 
larly each property holder. 

In tho matter of tho Tax Kate, it 
should be stated at the outset — although 
it should be pretty generally appreciat- 
ed, if folks will but realize that the 
"cost of living" has effected "borough 
housekeeping " just as it has effected 
domestic housekeeping — that the rate 
for 1919 will be higher than the 1918 
rate. It's all very well to sit home 
and "damn the Kaiser M and complain 
about "this" and "that" costing 
more to-day than it did this time last 
year — and all that anyone can say about 
the high cost of living is true, and then 
some — but . the fact . remains, that the 
members of our Borough Council have 
to meet and face these "high cost of 
living" problems, and they must find 
means of raising funds to meet tho in- 
creased expenses. It should be the busi- 
ness of every resident of our town to 
acquaint himself with the facts and the 
problems that are confronting our Coun- 
cilman, who, after all, are OUR repre- 
sentatives in OUR local government; 
and there is no better way to do this 
than by attending tho meetings of 
Council. 

Higher Assessments Necessary. 

Valuation assessments of properties 
in our Borough are made every three 
years. This is the year for the new 
assessments, and recently, when Assess- 
or Carden Warner completed his work 
of making the new assessment, his fig- 
ures showed a total of about $2,350,000, 
which was an increase of about $92,000 
over the assessment made three years 
ago. But when the figures were sub- 
mitted to Council, that body, taking 
into consideration tho appreciation in 
the value of local property during the 
last three years and the increased ex- 
penses which it knew the Borough 
would be facing during 1010, it was 
seen that a further increase in the as- 
sessment was absolutely necessary. So 
a joint meeting of Council and the 
School Board was called, tho whole mat- 
ter considered and a joint committee ap- 
pointed to confer with Assessor Warner. 
As a result of conferences between 
theso officials, the Assessor agreed to 
increase the assessments 5 per cent., 
which will bring the total for the Bor- 
ough up to about $2,467,500, which fig- 
ure, it is declared by members of 'Coun- 
cil, will, with an increase in tho Bor- 
ough tax rate of 2 mills, and more 
probably 3 mills, provido barely enough 
funds to operate the Borough govern- 
ment during the coming year. 

Tax Rate for 1919 and Why. 

Tho School tax rate for 1919 will 
probably be 16 mills, which is an in- 



crease of 1 mill over the 1018 rate, 
which, in turn was an increase of 2 
mills over the 1917 ratcj tho increases 
being caused by the necessary increases 
in tho school facilities occasioned by 
the marked increase in the Borough's 
population, and the "high cost of edu- 
cation," which, be it understood, has 
increased just the same as food, clothes 
and shelter. 

Tho Borough tax rate for 1910 has 
been tentatively fixed at 13 mills, which 
is an increase of 2 mills over the 1018 
and 1017 rate; and there is a strong 
probability that it will have to be in- 
creased another mill, making the total 
14 mills. The chief reason for the in- 
crease in the Borough rate — although 
there are several comparatively minor 
reasons — is the increase in water rates 
charged by the Springfield Water Com- 
pany for supplying the Borough with 
water for fire protection. Formerly tho 
Borough paid the Water Company a flat 
rental of $15 per year for each firo 
hydrant, which totaled about $420 per 
year. Under the terms of the decision 
.handed down recently by the Public 
Service Commission of the State, the 
Water Company is instructed to reduce 
its minimum charge of $18 per year for 
domestic use to $12, but it is also au- 
thorized to charge for water supplied 
to boroughs and townships for fire pro- 
tection at the rate' of $385 per mile of 
water main. Under this new method of 
charging, Narberth 's water bill for fire 
protection, with our 11 miles of fire 
water main, jumps from $420 per year 
to within a few dollars of $2,900. More- 
over, the decree of the Public Service 
Commission makes tho new rate ef- 
fective as of April, 1918. It is true 
that the boroughs and townships affect- 
ed have refused to pay the new charges 
made by the Water Company pending 
an appeal of the Public Service Commis- 
sion 's decree to the State Supreme 
Court. But if the Supremo Court de- 
cides tho case in favor of tho Public 
Service Commission's decree and against 
the appeal of the boroughs and town- 
ships, Xarberth will find itself facing 
a bill of something around $2,000 for 
1018 from April to the end of Decem- 
ber, and an additional $2,900 for water 
charges during 1919, all of which will 
have to be provided for in the 1919 
budget. 

It is reported that Cheltenham and 
Abington, both of which have been 
supplied with water for fire protection 
by the Springfield Water Company, have 
announced that they will abandon the 
water system of fighting fires and will 
depend on augmented chemical fire 
fighting apparatus exclusively, but it i? 
doubtful whether the chemical system 
will give such communities sufficient 
protection to insure both safety and a 
reasonable firo insurance rate. Some 
consideration has already been given to 
such a substitute fire protection system 
here in Narberth, but not a few people 
have expressed grave doubts as to 
whether chemical apparatus alone could 
cope adeqately with our local conditions. 
Furthermore, the State Fire Marshall 
has, under a law passed by the State 
Legislature in 1915, considerable to say 
about the firo fighting equipment in bor- 
oughs and townships, and it is doubtful 
whether he would O. K. an "all chem- 
ical department."

Gara , was anonunced, Mr. Gara had 
only been ill about a week, and it was 
not generally known that pneumonia 
had set in. His many friends did not 
realize that the trouble was so serious, as 
he had seemed as well and as active as 
ever up to the time of the attach. 

Mr. Gara's activities wero so varied 
in this community, that ho was prob- 
ably the best known resident in Nar- 
berth. As one of the prime movers in ■ 
the Civic Association, and Manager of 
the advertising columns of Our Town, 
he made many friends. In Narberth 
Presbyterian Church he took prominent 
part in every activity, and to the Y. 
M. C. A. he was ever ready to give his 
time and best thought. In every patri- 
otic movement during 1hc war his 
work was invaluable. He thoroughly 
systematized every campaign for rais- 
ing money, attending personally to the 
last detail, so that tho work for the 
actual canvassers was much simplified. 
It was largely owing to his thorough 
and systematic work that Narberth al- 
ways has made such a good showing in 
all of our patriotic campaigns. 

The esteem for and love of Mr. Gara 
were evidenced at the funeral, which 
took place on Tuesday last, December 
.'5 1st. A very large number of his 
friends, representing every activity in 
the Borough, attended. Very many also 
came from Philadelphia to pay the last 
tribute of love and friendship. 

Tho services were conducted by Bev. 
II. Alford Boggs, of the Princeton Pres- 
byterian Church, Philadelphia, and Rev. 
John Van Ness, of the Narberth Pres- 
byterian Church. Among others present 
from tho Princeton Church were John B. 
Stevenson, Clerk of the Session, and 
Elder M. S. Collingwood, J. R. Colling- 
wood, E. M. Shannon and W. H. Bur- 
nett. The interment, which was private, 
was in West Laurel Hill Cemetery.

Borough Problems?

High Cost of Borough ** Housekeeping." 

As to the expenses of tho Borough 
government, none of the costs has de- 
creased over 1918 and many have in- 
creased. Few of us realize, for instance, 
that during the year just past the Bor- 
ough has paid $50 a month, or $000 for 
tho year, for the collection of garbage, 
while for 1919 there has been received 
only one bid, where heretofore there 
were several bids each year, and this one 
bid is for $100 per month, or $1,200 for 
the year, which is an increase of exactly 
ONE HUNDRED PER CENT. Labor 
costs and materials used in the work of 
caring for the Borough's streets aro 
higher than they have ever been. Dur- 
ing the year just past Street Commis- 
sioner Humphreys and Council, in order 
not to exceed the past year's budget, 
have been compelled to make only those 
street repairs which were absolutely 
necessary. But this enforced method of 
li patching" can't go on indefinitely — 
and nono of us want it to. We arc proud 
of our town and wo want our streets 
to be kept in tho best possible condi- 
tion. When streets need rebuilding we 
want them rebuilt. But such work costs 
money — it is costing an increasing 
amount w T ith each succeeding month. 
Council and tho Street Commissioner* 
can't take the good care of our streets 
that make for the good of the commun- 



ity unless we, the tax payers, provide 
the funds. 

Tho lighting of tho Borough is an- 
other expense that increases as the town 
develops. Each year more lights aro 
installed along our streets, and right 
now there is room for still more, but it 
costs money to increase tho number of 
lights. It is the business of the electric 
company, you understand, to sell our 
Borough illumination at a profit; but it 
is our business to provide the necessary 
funds or find a way of providing cheap- 
er light. So you see, hero again Coun- 
cil has a nico little problem on its 
hands. 

Still another item that must be con- 
sidered during 1919 is the taking up of 
bonds that are coining due during the 
next twelve months. 

Last year the Borough budget totaled 
about $23,000, but this year the esti- 
mates are that it will run up to anprox- 
matcly $2S,000. 

What About the Fire Company? 

At the meeting of Council Monday 
evening, January lii, an ordinance will 
be introduced authorizing Council to 
take over, in behalf of the Borough, tho 
Fire Company. Ever since Narberth 
has been "on the map" our fire protec- 
tion has been in the hands of this pri- 
vate, or what might be more aptly call- 
ed, this "semi-public" organization. 
All of us — every last one of us — has 
been getting the protection "of the Firo 
Company, but a comparatively small 
number of us have been "paying tho 
bill." That arrangement is unequitable 
and should be remedied, but here again, 
Council is faced by the problem of 
financing the proposed project. The 
Fire Company has offered to transfer all 
its property to the Borough for a con- 
sideration of $1.00 — which is merely u 
nominal sum to make the transaction 
legal,* the Borough to own and operate 
the fire department henceforth, just as 
all municipal fire departments arc oper- 
ated. The yearly maintenance of ihe 
fire company is about $2,000. That ex- 
pense is now being borne by the volun- 
tary membership fees contributed by 
a portion of tho citizens. Under the 
proposed plan .of Borough, ownership and 
operation, that expense will be borne 
proportionally by all citizens, each cit- 
izen paying his share through his taxes. 

For two years the Borough has been 
paying for the maintenance of tho fire 
fighting apparatus, and when the Eire 
Company's recent offer was presented 
to Council it was referred to a joint 
committee composed of members of the 
Finance and Ordinance and Law Com- 
mittees. On December 23 last this joint 
committee reported back to Council ad- 
versely on the Fire Company's oiler, 
and recommended a substitute plan, 
which was that the Borough should pro- 
vide funds to pay all expenses of the 
Fire Company, except the upkeep of 
tho Fire House itself, which should re- 
main in the hands of the Firo Company. 
The committee's recommendations were 
voted down by a vote of 4 to 3. Then 
a special committee was appointed to 
confer with the Fire Company, survey 
the whole proposition and prepare an 
ordinance which would cover every point 
and authorize the Borough to take over 
the Fire Company in total. This is the 
ordinance which will be introduced at 
the next meeting of Council. It is not 
an assured thing that the ordinance will 
be passed, as a two-thirds vote is neces- 
sary for such action, and it is known 
that there is some opposition to the 
projected plan. If the ordinance is 
passed, additional funds will be needed 
by the Borough. 

Your Part, Citizens. 

Now, neighbors and citizens, don 't 
mistake Our Town's purpose in print- 
ing this account of our Borough's busi- 
ness affairs and the outlook and pros 1 
poet for 1919. Wo hold no brief for any 
individual Councilman, nor do avc mean 
to intimate that Council is nursing a 
grouch because it has a hard job ahead. 
The members of Council are all resi- 
dents of our town, most of them being 
property owners and most of them hav- 
ing children attending our schools. They 
aro giving their time and intelligence 
gratis to tho work of solving our Bor 
ough's problems and making Narborth, 
so far as it lies within their power, the 
very best and most desirable town in 
which to live. 



Tho only thing they ask — at least, the 
one thing they ask above everything 
else, is tho interest and attention and 
co-operation of their fellow-citizens. 
They don't ask you to agree with ev- 
erything they propose, but they do feel 
that you, as the citizens whom they rep- 
resent, should take enough interest in 
their problems and what they are trying 
to do, with the limitations that are 
placed upon them, to know what is go- 
ing on in our local government. 

Make it your business, citizens, to 
talk to our Councilmcn. Ask them what 
they're doing, how they're doing it, and 
why they did this and why they didn't 
do that? Don't be afraid to disagree 
with them, if you feel that way, after 
you know the facts in the matter; and 
don't be afraid to co-operate with them 
and support them when you approve of 
what they arc doing. They're "regular 
guys," every one of them; the same 
Bills, Toms and Harrys that you meet 
in the Post Oflice, in church, at the rail- 
way station and ride in and out with 
on the 8.29 and the 5.15. 

But above all things, find out wiiar's 
going on in Council. Make it your busi- 
ness to learn what Council is trying to 
do and the means it has for carrying 
through its program. 

As the Borough newspaper and as the 
official organ of the Civic Association, 
Our Town feels that it can serve no bet- 
ter purpose than to acquaint its readers 



with our Borough's problems and the 
efforts that our Council is making to. 
meet those problems in tlio most satis- 
factory manner. 

The very best place in the world for 
us to "make the world safe for democ- 
racy" — unquestionably tho very best 
place in which to make tho start, at 
least — is right here in Narberth. It's 
all right to take an interest in tho Peace 
Conference and to know something 
about the "trade routes to the Far 
East" and whether Mesopotamia should 
be under tho control of Great Britain 
or a League of Nations, or free to gov- 
ern itself, but all these things are a long 
way from home compared with tho jump 
of more than $2,000 in the Springfield 
Water Company's charges for water for 
firo protection here in Narberth, and a 
100 per cent, increase in the charges of 
removing garbage, just to mention a few 
of tho facts in the local case. Maybe 
the Water Company's charge for water 
is excessive and outrageous and maybe 
some other way ought to be found to 
supply communities with water so that 
they won't bo at the mercy of such in- 
creases, but we can't find the corrective 
or solve tho immediate problem if we 
wait until the tax bill comes in and then 
kick and complain and blame it all on 
Kay Jones or Carden Warner or the 
members of Council.
